HES E words are a very impor- 
tunate petition of the diſciples of 
= Chriſt unto him, when in great 
danger by a ſtorm at Sea. The 


diſtreſs, and earneſt cries for deliverance, 
and the manner of it; are very elegantly 
and beautifully deſcribed by the P/a/mif *3 
when he ſays, They that: go down to the ſea 
in ſhips, that do buſineſs in great waters: 
Theſe fee the works of the Lord, and his won- 
. ders in the deep; for he commandeth, and raiſ- 
eth the flormy wind, which lifteth, up the 
waves thereof : They mount up to the heaven, 
| they go down again to the depths, their ſoul is 


melted, becauſe of trouble: They reel to and

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Iro, and Aagger like a drunken man, and are 
at their wits end: Then they ery unto the 
Lord in their trouble, and be bringeth them 
out of their diſiraſes: He maketh the orm 4 
calm; ſo that the waves thereof are fill: 
Then are they old, becauſe they be quiet; jo 
he bringeth them unto their defired haven. 
A late valuable writer * is of opinion, that 
this paſſage of the P/almiſt is not to be con- 
fider'd,- as an aceount of what had happen- 
ed, and fo might happen again to Nevige- 
tors in common, but as a ptedictien or pro- 
phecy of what ſhould befal the diſciples of 
Chrift, when on ſhip- board with him; and 
Had its exact accompliſhment in the caſe be- 
fore us. He ſuppoſes, That the diſciples of 
Chriſt are the perſons here deſcribed, that 
go down to the ſea in ſhips, that do buſineſs in 
great waters; their occupation and employ- 
ment, which they uſed both before and after 
they were called by Chriſt to be his Apoſtles, 
being that of fiſhermen. Theſe being in a 
mip with Chriſt, the Lord commanded, and 
raiſed the flormy wind, a great tempeſt aroſe 
In the ſea, which lifted up the waves thereof, 
fo that they ſeemed to mount up io the bea- 
ven; and u into the ſnip, covered and 
filled it, inſomuch, that they were juſt rea-

to him in their trouble, ſaying, Maſter, 
Careſt- thou not that we periſh?

and raging of the ſea. And now did they 
fee the works of the Lord, and his wonders in 

the deep; and faid one to another, What 
manner of perſon is this whom the winds 
and ſea obey ?. Then were they glad, becauſe 
the wind and fea were guret ; jo he brought 

| them to their defired haven; when they arri-

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I. The Diſciples were at this time in great 


danger and diſtreſs; which appear not only 


from this expreſſion of theirs, We periſb, 


but alſo from the narrative of * caſe in 


the context: For, 
1. Tis ſaide, behold, there aroſe a great 


tempeſt in the ſea; a great tempeſt, peyas 
cf , a great. concuſſion, - or ſhaking. 


The fame word 1s frequently uſed both in 


Scripture*, and in other writers? for the 


Terrae motus, or earth-quake. Here it is 


5 aſcribed to the ſea; ſuch a ſhaking we read 


of in the prophecy of Haggat\, which had 


now, at leaſt in part, its literal accompliſh- 


ment; that when the Meſſiah, #he defire of 
all nations, ſhould come, Jebovab would 


ſhake the heavens, and the earth, and the ſea, 


and the dry land. The ſtormy wind agitated 
and moved the ſea, and the waves thereof;

the men that were in it; which thre them 
into great ſurprize and fear. One of the 
other Evangeliſts * calls this tempeſt, a form 
of wind; and another“, a: great form | 
wind; and both of them uſe the word au 9 
el, lelaps, which is a particular kind of 
wind, or is rather a conflict of many winds*. 
The Philoſopher ſays *, chat /z/aps, as alſo 
ftrobilus, is a wind that is ſuddenly whirled; 
and rolled about, downwards and upwards. 
It is defined by a learned Grecran', to be a 
ſtorm, or tempeſt of wind, with rain. It 
ſeems to be a whirlwind, and hurricane, in 
which the diſciples were. All the views of 
it, ſhew them to be in imminent danger. 
It is alſo ſaid, Thar this tempeſt aro/e. 
Could we give in to a vulgar notion, chat 
-winds may be, and ſometimes are, raiſed by 
Satan, we ſhould be tempted to think, that 
this ſtorm was raiſed by him, with a malici- 
ous intent to deſtroy Chriſt and his diſciples 
at once; ſince he was always ſeeking an op- 
portunity to take away the life of Chriſt, -* 
and put difterent perſons upon different me- ; 
thods of doing it, and at laſt accompliſhed A Fo If

has no power to raiſe, continue, reſtrain, 8 
lay a wind. Nor did this tempeſt ariſe-by - * 
chance; it was no fortuitous event, but was 
ordered to be, at this very juncture, by the 
all- wiſe, and governing providence of that 
God, who commandeth, and raiſeth the flor= 
my wind, for the trial of the faith of the 
diſciples of Chriſt ; and that he might have 
an opportunity of giving proof of his deity. 
on the ſea, as he had lately dane in ſeveral 
inſtances on the dry land. The Evangeliſt 
Luke ſays *, That this ſtorm of wind came 
down : He ſeems to refer to the courſe and 
motion of the winds, which are exhalations 
from the earth, raiſed up into the middle 
region of the air; from whence they are de- 
pelled, by a ſupexior force, to the lower re- 
gion; and from thence move, in an ob- 
lique, ſlanting manner, downwards. So we 
read of a dry wind of the high places, even a 
Il wind from thoſe places, not to fan, nor to 
cleanſe”, This violent wind came down 
with great force into the ſea, and lifted up 
its waves, which beat into the ſhip, and 
reſſed it much, ſo that ir was in great oy 
ger of being ſunk by them. 

The place where this tempeſt aroſe, or in- 
to which this ſtorm of wind came down, is 
here ſaid to be Zhe ſea. The Evangelif

Tule , calls it à lake; and is the ſame with 
the lake of Geneſaretb, he elſe where makes 
mention of ®. | But both the Evangelffs, 
Matthew and Mark, call it the 3 and is 
what is ſometimes in Scripture called the dea 
of Tiberias, and the fea of Galilee, agree 
able to the language of che Fewſh writers, 
when they have occafion to ſpeak of it; 
and was, as Pliny ſays „ about ſixteen miles 
long, and fix broad. Now, to be in a ſtorm 
on. land is terrible, but to be in one at ſea 
is much more ſo. 

To all this, che word bebold is prefixed 
which is ſometimes uſed, when ſomething 
extraordinary and preternatural is ſpoken 
of :. This ſtorm ſeems to habe been more 
than an ordinary one, ag leaſt, it was fud- 
den, and unexpected. When the diſciples 
entered the ſhip, the air was ſerene, the fea 
ſtill and quiet, there was no appearance or 
likelihood of a tempeſt; but quickly after 
they had ſet ſail, at once, on a ſudden, at 
uvnawares, this ſtorm came dawn u 
them; which muſt needs throw them into 
great conſternation and diftreſs. "2199

drous event. In one of the copies, of one 
of the Evangeliſts, the W (iH Seat is 


uſed; which ſignifies, that not only the 


ſhip was covered and filled witk water, but 
that it was immerſed, or juſt ſinking into 


the deep; ſo that the diſciples were brought 


to the utmoſt extremity. | | 
3. What greatly added to, and inereaſed 


their diſtreſs, tis obſerv'd, that Chriſt was 


effeep; all the Evangelifts agree in this, tho 
hey do not uſe the ſame word. The Evans 
geliſt Mark mentions the place where he

This ſleep, doubtleſs, aroſe from 
gauſes, and was more caftly: brought upon 
him, chro! his very great fatigue in preach- 
ing his ſermon upon the mount, from whenes 
he was juſt come down; and through tho 
reat reſort of people to him, to heal the 
ck, and caſt out devils. He ſeems to ſig· 
nify, chat he was in great uneafanieſs, and 
wearineſs of body, to a certain man, juſt 
before. he entred into the ſhip, who faid to

4. The great diſtreſs they were in id ex- 
preſſed in itheſe words, We periſh,” anοοτ | 
ue, wr ae loſt; a way of ſpeaking ſtill 
in uſe among ſeafaring men, and, indeed, 
in common uſe with others. Nothing ? 
more frequent than for us to ſay, ſuch a veſ- 
fel; or ſuch a ſhip's crew, or ſuch a perſon 
were loſt, at ſuch à time, and in ſuch'a 
place. It is alſo to be obſerved, That th 
do not fay, we are in danger of being lo 
or we are ready to be loſt, or we ſhall be 
loſt, but we are loſt ; which ſhews what ap- 
prehenſions they bad of their condition, and 
that their caſe was like that of the Apoſtle 


Paul, and the mariners with him, when all 


hope, that they ſhould be ſaved, was taken 
away. Bo the diſciples ſaw no probability 
of eſcaping by any natural, rational me- 
thods; they looked upon themſelves as loſt. 
Chriſt was their laſt ſhifr, and he was aſleep; 
however, they reſolve to betake themſelves

A Teper comes to him, declaringg 
his faith in him, that if he was willing, be 
1 ſure he was any to N bim of his 
eproſy ; upon which, Chriſt put forth his 
hand, Td wh a fingle touch, ſaying to 
him, I wll, Be thou.clean, immediately re- 
moved it. A Centurion addreſſes him on 
the account of his ſervant, who lay ſick of 
a pally, ſignifying, that he verily believed, 
that if he would /peak the word only, his ſer- 
vant would be inſtantly healed ; his reply: 
is, So be it done unto tbee; and his. ſervanc... 
was healed the very ſame, hour. Waal 
enters Peter'sbouſe, where his wife's mot 
lay ſick of a. fever; be does but touch her. 
hand, and the fever leaves her. Theſc in- 
ſtances, together with the multitude, of the 
ſick he healed, and of them that were poſ-. 
ſeſſed with devils, he caſt out with his word, 
were ſufficient to perſuade the diſciples, that 
he was able to deliver them in their pregceſt 5 
extremity. Our Lord, indeed, blames them 
ſor their incredulity, and want of faich. 
The queſtion he put to them, as related by 
one of the Evangeliſts, is, Mbere is your 
faith ? You orofeſl to have, and you had, 
ſome faith in me a little while ago; but 


Luke vil 25. 
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was affeep; yet he, as the Son of God, and 
IfraePs keeper, and theirs, neither ſlumbers, 
meg fleeps; and — equally able to ſave 
them ficeping, as waking.

mere creature. Men have no power, either 
to taiſe, or lay the wind: There is no ſuch 
thing, as a conjuring wind: There is no ſuch 
ſett of men, who, by magick art, or by all 
the aſſiſtance the devil can give them, are 
able to perform any thing of chis nature. We 
are told, That ſome have been. ſo ignorant, 
or wicked, as to pretend to ſell winds ; and 
others, no leſs ſtupid and impious, wha 
have bought them: But this is all dream and 
deluſion. Theſe are deceivers, and decei- 
ved; for who, what man, bas gathered the 
find in bis fit, and can hold jr there, and 

let 
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I er it looſe at his pleuſure? Nh Hr num 
and what is bis ont name, i thou ca 
tell“? Namie the man, or his Son; = | 
when he was born, in what ape he lived, 
2 of what country he was; 'who was his im- 
* mediate ſon, or what of his poſterity now 
remain: Not any of theſe circumſtances, or 
any thing like them, wilt thou ever be able 
to produce. As the Lord ſaid to Jo, Canft 
thou lift up thy voice to the clouds, that abun- 
dance of waters may cover thee ? Canſt thou 
Jend lightnings,” that they may go and ſay unto 
bee, bere we are! So it may be ſaid to any 
1 of the ſons of men, Canſt tliou lift up thy 
Voice to the winds, and ſend them forth 
x when, and where thou pleaſeſt, command 
F and controul thein, at t y pleaſure; ſay to 
one, go thither, and it goes; and to another, 
come, and it cometh? No; this is not with- 
in the compaſs of the power of a creature. 
The devil himſelf has no ſuch power: He 
may aſſoon create a world, as create the wind, 
raiſe a ſtorm, or lay a tempeſt. The trea- 
| ſures of the wind are under lock and key, Sa- 
a tan has not the keeping of them; they are 
locked up from him, they are out of his 
teach; he cannot bring them forth when 
he pleaſes: He is indeed called *, The prince 
of the power of the air; not becauſe he has a

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elouds and blackneſs, or raiſe ſtorms gad 


vernment ↄf choſe, principalities and powers, 
that poſſe of apoſtate ſpirits; who, being bas 

niſhed from the realms above, have their 
abode in the arr z where, ag vagabonds, they 
rove about, and wander up and down in it. 
Now Satan, the angel of the bottomleſs pit, 
is prince, or King, over them, whoſe name 
in the Hebrew tongue, is Abaddom, and in 


Bify-a deſtroyer”, The only ſcriptural in: 
ſtance of the power of Satan over the wind, 
chat is produced, is the wind chat blew down 


deſtroy d them: But this wind is not ſaid to 
came from Satan, but from the wilderneſs *3 
from a certain point in the heavens, under 
the government and direction of Jebouab. 
All the hand the devil can be ſuppoſed to 
bave in it, under divine permiſſion, was to 
take the advantage of the ſweep of it, juſt 


and, by his poſſe of devils with him, to whirl 
it about the houſe, and puſh. i; upon it with 
the greater violence?:. Nor is the wind in the 
power, and under the government, of the 
good angels. Jebovab has, indeed, made

the will and work of God, who walketh, 
and flies upon the wings of the wind. In the 
book of the Revelations ©, four angels are re- 
preſented, as fanding on tbe four corners 0 

the earth, bolding the four winds of the earth, 
that the wind ſhould not blow on the earth, 
nor on the ſea; nor on any tree: But this is not 
to be underſtood of the angels in a literal *, 
but in a myſtical ſenſe, as holding, or re- 
ſtraining the evil angels, or falſe teachers, 
from hurting the ſaints, or the miniſters of 
the goſpel, from their miniſtrations of it, as 
a judgment upon thoſe that deſpiſe it: God 
has the ſole power and government of the 
winds in his own hands. The Heathens 
themſelves were convinced of this; and 
therefore ſet up an idol God, whom they 
called Æolus, to preſide over the winds; and 
who, they ſuppoſed, had a power of loofing 
and reſtraining them at his pleaſure : Yea,

and foinerithes buile remples, ered alrars, 
and paid homage to it. 80 Auguſtus 
made and performed a vow to Circius, a 
wind which greatly infeſted Franct, and 
'fometimes came with ſuch force, as to un- 
tile their houſes; and fo did the Calabrians 
to Jatyx; the Apulians to the wind Arabu- 
ths; the Athenians to Sciron; and the Pam- 
phylions to Gagneus; which are the names of 
feveral winds peculiar to theſe people; to 
whom they paid their devoirs, that they 
might not either infect them wich diſeaſes, 
or deſtroy their fields: Particularly, the Thus 
Ttans, having received a eonſiderable favour 
from Boreas, the Northwind, fulfilled their 
vows to it, as to a God; becauſe, by a vehe- 
ment guft, it utterly deftroy'd the navy, 
which Dyoniſius had prepared for their de- 
ſtruction: So when Xerxes brought his nu- 
merous forces into Greece, the Grecians ap- 
plied to the Delphick oracle; from whence 
= received this anſwer, that they muſt, 
the aſſiſtance of the winds: Upon 
Which, they built an altar, and found them 
favourable to them; for their enemies whole 
navy was deſtroy d and ſunk . Theſe were 
the ſentiments and practiſes of men, who 
were without the knowledge of the true

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God. The wind is no deity, but a creature, 
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made by the power of God, and governed 


by him; and is not under the preſidence, in- 


fluence, and direction of Æolus, Pallas Ane- 
motis*, or any other of the rabble deities of 
the Heathens ; but is wholly, and only, in 
the hands, and under the command of him, 
who is the Lord the true God ; be is the li- 
ving God, and an everlaſiing King: At bis 
wrath the earth ſhall tremble, and the nati- 
ons ſhall not he able to abide bis. indignation. 
He hath made the earth by bis power, 
be bath eſtabliſhed the world by bis wiſdom, 
and hath ſtretched out the beavens by bis diſe 
cretian: When he uttereth his voice, there is 
a multitude of waters in the heavens, and be 
cauſeth the vapours to aſcend from the ends.of 
the earth; be maketh lightnings with rain, 
and bringeth forth the wind out of bis trea- 
The account the Scripture gives of the 
divine power, and influence over the wind, 
is very expreſs and particular, God is repre» 
ſented as the creator of it; whatever are the 
ſecond cauſes of it, or the matter of which 
it conſiſts, or that which gives it its form, 
force and motion; the Lord is certainly the 
firſt, and efficient cauſe of it: Hence he

them, when he has occaſion for them. It 

is ſaid , That God prepared a vebement Raſt- 

wind, pwn, a plowing one, which plows 

ed up the ſand, and blew it in the face of 

Fonah, ſo that he was almoſt ſuffocated with 

it; which, with the ſun beating upon him, 

muſt be very afflictive to him. The Lord 

is alſo ſaid e, ro /end out a great wind into the 
fea," to fetch back Jonah; who, being ſent 
on an errand, was diſobedient, and fled from 
the preſence of God: The wind, as boiſte- 
rous, and as bluſtering, as it ſometimes is, 
was more obedient to the command of God 
than the prophet. He ſays to one wind, go, 
and it goes; and to another, come, and it 
cometh. He makes uſe of them to various 
ends and purpoſes: Sometimes in a way of 
mercy ; as when he made a wind to paſs aver 
the earth, and the waters of the flood were 
aſſwaged*; when there went forth a wind

wind": But, whether it be in one way, or 
another he makes uſe of them, ſlormy wind 
is fulfilling his word, either of promiſe, or 
command; for it is always at his beck.

which is a conſiderable diſplay of his almigh- 
ty power: He cauſed an Eaſtwind to blow. in 


' the heavens; and, by his power, be brought in 


tbe Southwind®, He is alſo ſaid , to make 


the weight for the winds; when he poizes - 
them, fitly diſpoſes them, and incl ines chem 


to this, or the other point; to this, or the

"LP in the alr, which is light of itſelf, he raiſes 
ſtorms and tempeſts*: And, perhaps, the 
rain may, in ſome ſenſe, be a weight for the 
winds; which, when it falls heavy, leſſens 
the force, depreſſes the power, and ſtops the 
progreſs of them, wets their wings, bears 
them down, and cauſes them to ſubſide: 
* However, certain it is, God has the ſole 
wer of raiſing and laying the wind. The 
ſea alſo, and the roaring waves thereof, 
are at his command: As he has made the 
| Sea, and all that are in it, ſo he ' governs it, 
| | lifts up its waves, and reſtrains them by the 
| word of his power. This is very fully and 
Bl . beautifully expreſſed by himſelf,” in the fol- 
lowing manner ', Who ſhut up the ſea with 
1 doors, when it brake forth, as if it bad iſſued 
j out of the womb? When I made the clouds the 
! garment thereof, and thick darkneſi a ſwad- 
ling band for it, and brake-up for it my de- 
creed place, and jet bars and doors, and ſaid, 
Hitherto ſhalt thou come, but no further, 
and here ſhall thy proud waves be lay d. 1 
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Secondly, To obſerve, That Jeſus Chriſt 
has ſuch a power over the wind and ſeas, 
Hence it muſt unavoidably follow, that he 
is truly and properly God. This is ſuffici-

Tis ſaid, Fhat he rebuked the wind and the 
fea ;' a phraſe, that is uſed only of the divine 
Being, and cannot be ſaid of any other than 
the moſt high God, who rebuked the red ſaa, 
and it was dried up*; and who ſtands di- 
ſtinguiſhed from all cfeared beings by this, 
top he ftilletb the noiſe of. the ſeas, the noiſe 
of tbeir waves, and the tumult of the pegs 
ple. The Maſiab makes uſe of this as an 
argument to prove, that he is able to re- 
deem, becauſe he can rebuke the ſea, and 
dry it up, and cover the heavens with clouds 
and tempeſts. 1s my. band ſhortened at all, 
ſays he*, that it cannot redeem? or have I 
n pomer to deliver? Will any one ſay this of 
me? Bebold, at my rebuke, I dry up the 
fea, I make the river 4 wilderneſs. moos 
T clothe the heavens with blackneſs, and i 
make ſackcloth their covering, That this is 
the Meſiab, who here ſpeaks, the following 
words abundantly declare ©: The Lord God 
i _ bath given me the tongue of the learned; &c. -F 
| I gave my back to the ſiniters, and my cheeks 
to them that plucked off the hair, &c. Now, 
upon our Lord's rebuking the wind and | ſea, 
the one ceaſed, and the other became a calm: 
This was done by ſpeaking a word only, juſt 
in the fame manner as he had, a little before,

done in an authoritative manner; he com- 
manded the winds and water, as the Lord and 
Maſter of them, and they chey d bim: Never 
was any ſuch thing heard of, as per form'd 
by a mere creature. Tis reported of one of 
our kings of the Daniſh race, Canute *, 
That „one day; as he was walking by the 
ſea ſide, his atrendants extolled him to the 
skies, and even proceeded to compare him 
to God himſelf. Offended at theſe extrava- 
gant praiſes, and willing to convince them 
of their folly and impiety, he ordered a 
chait to be brought; and feating himſelf in 
a place, where the tide was about to flow, 
turned to the fea; and ſaid: O /ea, thou art 
under my dominion, and the land I fit on it 
mine: I charge thee not to preſume to ap- 
proach any further, nor to dare to wet the feet 
of thy ſovereign. Having ſaid this, he far 
Kill for ſome time, as expecting the ſea 
ſhould obey his command ; bur, the tide ad- 
vancing as uſual, he took occaſion from 
thence, to ler his baſe flatrerers know, that 
the titles of Lord and Maſter, belong only 
to him, the land (the wind) and the ſea; 
obey”. There is one thing more obſervable 
in this inſtance of our Lord's power over 
the wind and ſea, That when he rebuked

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them, not only the wind ceaſed, but the ſea 
immediately became a calm; which was ve- 

ry unuſual, uncommon, and extraordinary: 
For, after the wind has ceaſed, and the ſtorm 
is over, the waters of the fea, being agita- 
ted thereby, keep raging, and in a violent 
motion, for a conſiderable time. Whereas 
here, as ſoon as ever the word was ſpoke, 
that very moment, immediately, at once, the” 
wind ceaſed, and the ſea was calmed. That 
man muſt be an infidel to Revelation, that 
can read this account, and deny the deity of 
Chriſt ; he muſt be drove to one or other of 
theſe two, either to deny the truth of the 
fact, and the circumſtances of it, or believe, 
that Jeſus Chriſt is truly and properly God. 
Hence, g 5 
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Thirdly, The diſciples were certainly 3 
right, in their application to him for deli- | 
verance, when they were in ſo great danger- 
and diſtreſs: Since he appears to be no other 
than the mighty God, who made the hea- 
vens, the earth and ſea, and all that are in 
them ; who upholds all things by the word 
of his power, by whom all things were crea- 
ted, and in whom all things conſiſt ; and 
therefore has a power of ruling, ordering, 
and diſpoſing all things, according to his 4 
will and pleaſure: And even as mediator, 
he has all power in heaven, and in earth, 
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given unto him; which he makes uſe of it 
the behalf of his own people, both fo their 
5 temporal and ſpiritual good. The diſeiples, 
| applying to him, found. him to be, even in 
2 a literal ſenſe, an hiding place from Ile w uind, 
and a covert from the tempeſt .

Fourthly, Such equally 11 in che right!

condition, have recourſe to him alone, for 
eternal life and ſalvation. All men are in 
ſuch a condition, as the deſcendants of 
Adam, and as conſidered in him, in whom” 
all died.

God's elect themſelves are, by nature, chil.
